military authorities in London think it 
more likely that the crossing would be 
made east of Zwart's kop. 
Speculation, 


however, i-s useless. The public can only 
wait in patience and. it may he said also, 
in trepidation. Nor -is the feeling ot anx- 
iety much relieved by the possibility that 
Uenerul Buller has been considerably 
re-enforced since the disaster at Spion 
kop.

I understand that they still 
have thousands of bags of flour stored in 
reserve at Delagoa Bay." 


A special dispatch from Durban, dated 


Sunday aud referring to General Bnller's 
recrossing the Tugela in advance upon 
Lady»mith, says: 


"It is probable that General Bnllor 


crossed at a spot above Trichard's drift 
and that, leaving the enemy to the right, 
he is marchinc to Acton Homes, whence 
the road to Ladysmith runs almost due 
east through a fairly open country. 


"It is expected here that he will reach 


Ladysmith tomorrow-(Monday) night." 


The Cape Town correspondent of The 


Daily Telegraph says: 


"From well informed sources L leant 


that the Boer plan was after the capture 
of Ladyssmith, which was expected on 
Jan. i>. to send President Kruger to Eu- 
rope by way of Delagoa Bay to appeal 
personally to the powers to stop the war 
and to save the two republics." 


The war ollicc has posted the following 


dispatch from General Lord Roberts, 
dated Cape Town, Feb. 4: 


"Mafeking reported all well on .Tan. 17. 


The trenches had been pushed out to- 
ward the enemy's big gun battery, caus- 
ing it to be vacated. The enemy has now 
been pushed back on the northern, south- 
ern and western sides well out of ritle 
range.

changed."

A member ot the Camera club tells 


with bouie i>ride of an incident which 
happened while he was Traveling in South 
America and points out the result of it 
as. a triumph for photography: 


"It was in one ot,the cities of Peru, 


and an American, acquaintance of mine 
who wna there "tempOarily on business 
was trotting me around among the sights 
of the town. After we had visited most 
of the show places he said one day: 
" 'Xo\v, 1 want you to see the old dun- 


geon of a prison whie-h they !iav» here, 
but it is a place where yr>u can't take 
your camera. The rules are voiy severe 
asjainst that. I wish you could, though, 
for you would get some mighty inteiest- 
iag pictures. These people are unrelent- 
ing jailers, and some of their treatment 


f the prisoners is pretty mediaeval in its 
tiaraeter. \Vhy, they have an American 
liere now for some alleged insult to the 
overnment, and he is kept incomunicado, 
s they call 
it—that is, in a cell re- 


moved from those of the other prisoners 
—and is so strictly 
guarded that h« 


an communicate with nobody. 
They i 


on't care much about having visitors se« 
lim, but as you pass his cell, if he hai> 
ens to be near tho front, you can some- 
imes catch a glimpse of him through the 
jars. His friends are trying to get him 
ut, but none of them has been able to 
ee him, and there is some difficulty in 
roving that the prisoner is really theii 
man.' 
" 'See here,' said I, 'this is a chance for 


me. 1 hare a small camera with nie 
vhich folds almost flat—it is a device of 
my own—and I will guarantee that I can 
get it by the guards. When we are draw- 
ug near to the American's cell, you give 
me a sign and I will be ready. 
Perhaps 


uck will favor us.' 


"Well, smuggling the camera in was 


'asy. Even if those keepers had found it 
hey wouldn't have recognized it as one. 
As we ciime near tbe 'incomunicado' eel! 
my friend nudged me, aud, without at- 
i acting attention from the accompany- 
ng guards, I prepared the machine tot 
an exposure. 
A. moment more, and 1 


icai'ly jumped 
at our gooA fpitune. 


There, a little distance in front of ine, 
stood my unfortunate countryman, lean- 
ug wearily against the bars of his cell 
and looking full at ns. The guards, see- 
,ng him at the front of his cell, seemed 
anxious to hurry us by, but they did not 
do so until after my quiet and unobserved 
ittle snapshot was made. And the best 
part of the whole story is that the man 
was actually released by menus of that 
picture. When developed and printed it 
was nn excellent likeness, and through it 
lis friends wore able to prove his iden- 
ily. Within a short time the injustice of 
lis arrest was established in spite of the 
authorities, and he was 
free."—New

A MODERN CRUSOE.

sirous of acquiring is generally knowu 
AS Marcus island, but is also kuovru as 
Maniuk or Marcus, of AVc-tks, and a 
not uutenable asawmptiou is that it may 
Ii3v«- at one time be^u the property or ibe 
ivsiilvuco of a iiobleiuau of this iiauu-. 
H«wevt-r this may be. it was uuiuhabited 
for a long time-, and it might be unin- 
habited even now if a wide awake Amer- 
ican skipper had not chanced to spy it 
one fine morning a few years ago as he 
was cruising in the Pacific. 


The uarne of the skipper is Captain 
Foster, and lie is the commander of a 
sailing vessel which plies between the 
orient and San Francisco. He was inak- 
iiig one of his usual trips on the day 
when he landtd at Marcus island, and 
the result seems to show that he was ful- 
ly justified in going for a few hours out 
ut his usual course. True, he found tile 
island uninhabited and barren, but then 
Le was shrewd enough to see that it 
might prove of considerable value in the 
future, and consequently, as there was uo 
evidence that any one owned it, he deter- 
mined to take it under his own protection. 


Having arrived at this decision, he re- 


turned to his cabin and wrote a polite let- 
ter to James G. Blaine, who was then 
secretary of state, informing him of his 
new acquisition and requesting permis- 
sion to hoist the United States flag there- 
on. No American ever appreciated an 
adventurous deed more than Mr. Elaine, 
and it did not take him long to send word 
to the modern Robinson Crusoe that he 
was at full liberty to hoist the United 
States flag from the most conspicuous 
penk of his new domain. This'was wel- 
come news to Captain Foster, and n few 
hours after it reached him the stars and 
stripes were raised on the island, and 
there they have waved ever since, not a 
single great power uttering a word of pro- 
test, but all, on the contrary, tacitly, if net 
openly, 
recognizing 
Captain . Foster's 


ownership and the suzerainty of the 
United States. 


This is not surprising, for until recent- 


ly no one except Captain Foster seems to 
have thought the island of any value. It 
is only five miles long and densely cover- 
ed with trees and shrubbery. A white, 
bandy beach surrounds it, and near its 
center is a knoll rising 200 feet above 
the sea. It is in 24.4 degrees north and 
354.2 degrees east and is near.the track 
of vessels plying between Honolulu and 
Yokohama, being 2,700 miles distant 
from Honolulu and on the direct rout* to 
Manila.—New York Herald.

A Day Ahead of tb« Almanac. 


An interesting circumstance incident tc 


Magellan's circumnavigation of the globe 
und discovery of the Philippines is tha,t 
every degree Magellan sailed westward 
added four minutes to his day until, 
when he reached the Philippines, the 
difference iu time amounted to about 16 
hours. 


Curious enough, this escaped the notice 


of all. Elcano, the only captain who 
made the entire circuit, was not aware, 
"when he returned to the longitude of 
his departure, that his ship's logbook" 
was about a day behind "the time of the 
port his long continued westward course 
had brought him back to. The error re- 
mained unnoticed also in the Philippines 
till 1844, when it was decided to pass 
o-v cr New Year's day for once altogeth- 
er." 


Thus it appeared that the Philippines, 


instead of lying far to the west of Spain, 
the direction in which the discoverers had 
sailed, might more properly be spoken of 
ns lying about eight hours east of Spain. 
"When it is noon in Madrid, it is about 
K-20 in the evening in Manila and about 
7:10 in the tuorning at Washington.—Self 
Culture. 


Stone Tell* Ancient Stoviei. 


The wonder of ages has been settled by 


a fragment of bas-relief discovered in 
Egypt, which shows how the obelisks and 
other large monoliths were transported 
from the quarry to their site. Tho stone 
is depicted upright on a great galley, or 
vessel, which is being towed by a number 
of small boats alongside. 


The method of 'detaching a monolith 


from the mother rock is also explained 
by a semidetached block in one of the 
quarries at Syene. 'After having been 
hewn clear on three sides, a deep groove 
was cut into the side still attached to the 
rock, and holes were pierced, into which 
dry wooden pegs were driven. The pegs 
•were then wetted, and the wood in swell- 
ing broke off the monolith from the quar- 
ry,—Philadelphia Record.
